| Gzeeting: Fozaſmuch as we conſidering, that ſeveralper- 


| (ons Who did fall under Our Act and Pꝛoclamation, of the ; 
date the twenty fifth day of March laſt; Jntituled, A for ; 
bringing in of Arms out of ſome Weſterne Shires , have given | 
ſufficient teſtimony of their Loyalty and Obedience to Our Laws, by taking the Oath 4 
of Allegiance , and ſubſcribing the Declaration, oz by carrying of Arms koꝛ Us and Our | 1 
Authozity againſt thole in the late Rebellion ; And thereby have deſerved the ſame 
allowance foz carrying ok Arms, as others Our good Subjects, without any hazard of 
being lyable to any pains oꝛ penalties. Therefoze We, with advice of theLozdsof Our 
Council, do declare all ſuch perſons who are qualifted as ſaid is, to be free of allre- 
ſtraints, fines and penalties contained in the ſad Pzoclamation, as to the carrying of 
Arms; So that as to thele perſons, the ſaid Act is ſo far void and null, and no wayes 
obligatozy againſt them, as ik the ſame had never been made; and that by vertue thereof, 
they (hall never be troubled noꝛ called in queſtion as Contraveeners of the ſatd Ace,befoze 
any Judicatozy whatſoever. Tikeas, the ſaid perſons have as full liberty to carry 
their Arms, as any others Our good Subjects, pzovided alwayes that theſe pzeſents 
(yall no wayes be derogatoꝛp to that part of the ſaid Pꝛoclamation, anent the ſecuring of 
the Perlons, Families and Goods of Miniſters from injuries and violence, but that the 
ſame (hall ſtand and abide in full fozce to all intents andpurpoſes, any thing in the con⸗ 
trair hereofnotwithſtanding, And oꝛdaing theſe preſents to be pꝛinted, and publiſhed at 
the Mercat-croſs of Edinburgh, and other places needfull, that none pꝛetend ignozance, 
Given under Our Signet at Edinburgh, the ninth day of October, one thouſand fix hundꝛed 
and ſixty ſeven, and of Our Reign the nineteenth year,
